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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that in response to RCE filed 
October 3, 2008, examiner cited Ronkka for teaching "non-variable scan cycle timing". However, the amendment of March 5, 2008, 
applicant presented an argument explaining that Ronkka does not teach "non-variable scan cycle timing". The office action clearly did not 

consider this argument. 

In response, first of all, examiner could not find any amendment of March 5, 2008. The final office action before RCE amendment was 
issued July 1st, 2008. Then RCE filed 10/3/2008. In response to the RCE, examiner changed a new ground of rejection to cite Ronkka for 
teaching "non-variable scan cycle timing". That was the first time examiner cited Ronkka. Anyway, Ronkka teaches limitation "non-
